FIRST DAY. 

Vicksburg, Miss., Dec. 13, 1899. 

The Eighty-Sixth Session of the Mississippi Annual Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, met in the 
Crawford Street Methodist Church, Vicksburg, Miss., at 9 a. m., 
December 13, 1899. 

A. F. Watkins, pastor of the Crawford Street church, read a 
telegram from Bishop W. W. Duncan, that he expected to arrive 
in the city at 12 m. to-day. 

• T. L. Mellen was called to the chair and conducted the reli- 
gious exercises. Hymn beginning “And are we yet Alive,” was 
sung by the Conference; W. L. C. Hunnicutt led in prayer; T. L. 
Mellen read the thirteenth chapter of First Corinthians; R. D. Nors- 
worthy led in prayer.

Vicksburg, Miss., Dec. 14, 1899.

Sabbath Desecration. 

Since the Sabbath is desecrated by the railroads in our State ; therefore 
be it 

Resolved, That each member of this Conference is hereby requested to 
get up a petition at once from the people of his respective charge to the Fegis- 
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lature that will meet next January, to pass an act prohibiting the running 
of excursions, extra and freight trains on the Sabbath and also prohibiting 
work in the shops on that day. 

Resolved 2nd, That the said petitions be sent immediately to Dr. C. G. 
Andrews who has been appointed to represent us on the Sabbath question to 
the next Legislature.

Rh solutions on the U. S. Army Chaplains. 

Whereas, We have one hundred thousand soldiers located in our various 
military stations over the earth, and as the thirty-four chaplains of the army 
confess themselves a force too weak to stay the tide of pernicious influences 
incarnated and prevailing there ; and 

Whereas, There is a discrimination against chaplains in the matter of 
pay, they receiving $500 per annum less than other staff officers of the same 
rank, although they are assigned to regiments and sent into the field just as 
other officers. Therefore be it 

Resolved ist, That the Mississippi Conference of the Methodist Episcopal

REPORT ON ORPHANS HOME. 

We, the Board of Directors of the Mississippi Orphan’s Home, beg leave 
to make the following report, which covers the workings of our institution 
during the past conference year. At the beginning of the year there was in 
the treasury $85.08. Since then we have received from the North Mississippi 
Conference $2,800.70 and from the Mississippi Conference $2,363.35, making 
a total of $5,164.05. Of this amount $4,612.58 has been expended, leaving a 
balance in the hands of the Treasurer of $551.47; $590 of this was given by 
Mrs. M. M. Kersh, of Pelahatchie, Miss., to be invested, and the interest 
only, to be used for the home. The M. E. church at Yazoo City has contrib- 
uted more to the home than any other place, and Wood street church, Water 
Valley follows next. The home is in good condition, the grounds are enclosed, 
there are sufficient barns and out-houses for the stock. There have been 
raised during the year 140 bushels of corn, 700 bundles of fodder, and fifteen 
tons of good pea-hay the greater part of the work having been done by the 
boys in the home. We have seven head of cows. There has been built since 
our last report a house for laundry purposes, which is supplied with kettles 
and washing machines. We do not own a horse, but we have had the use of 
the manager’s horse during the year. We have a good surrey and wagon 
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with harness for the same. The home is furnished to care for seventy-five 
children. We have fifty-two beds, three and a half feet wide, which can be 
used either as single or double beds, valued at $15 each, including the bedding 
and four double or standard beds, valued at $17each, including the bedding. 
Recently there has been purchased a standard double oven range with capaci- 
ty sufficient for 150 persons, which was bought directly from the factory. 
The chapel has been furnished with 225 chairs, five black-boards and a 
library case for the use of the school, which is under the management of a 
competent teacher. The home is now supplied with sufficient furniture for 
its present needs. There have been received in the home eighty-seven chil- 
dren, twenty-six of whom have been adopted into good families, eight have 
been withdrawn by guardians, and one, an infant, has died, leaving fifty- 
three children still in the home. During the year twenty-eight of the inmates 
have professed conversion and joined the church. Services are held regularly 
every Sabbath afternoon in the chapel, and the children are given the benefit 
of the church services in town. It costs to care for the children between five 
and six dollars each per month, including all salaries and incidental expenses. 
On the first of March this year, the building was insured for $75,000 for five 
years, the premium being $562.50. The water supply has been paid for three 
years in advance. A sufficiency of coal has been purchased for the use of the 
home during the winter. The manager has placed in the hands of the board, 
a complete itemized report of receipts and disbursements, with accompanying 
vouchers, which have been carefully audited by the board and found correct. 
With this report we attach an itemized account of the receipts for the inspec- 
tion and information of any one who may feel interested. The little paper, 
“Our Home,” has been a medium of information for the people and a source 
of profit to the home. It is with regret that we have to report the resignation 
of the manager, M. E. Burton, which was reluctantly accepted by the board, 
whereupon they passed the following resolution, viz : 

Resolved, That we hereby express our high appreciation of the most 
efficient labors of Bro. M. E. Burton and wife in the interest of our home, and 
thafik them for their fidelity and devotion to the great interest, and we con- 
gratulate them on the success that has attended their labors. We also ex- 
press our sincere regrets that, in the Providence of God, they cannot continue 
in this great cause. We pray God’s richest blessing on them and their future 
work. 

We have elected Rev. W.- S. Harrison, of the North Mississippi Confer- 
ence, as local manager and Rev. W. T. Griffin, as traveling agent, subject to 
the appointing power. 

At the annual meeting of the board in May the following officers were 
elected, viz: J. H. Sherard, President; R. J. Jones, vice-President; M. L. 
Burton, Treasurer; and J. B. Streater, Secretary. 

We respectfully ask the Conference to elect the successors to the following 
members of the Board of Directors, whose term of office expires with this 
Conference, viz : R. J. Jones and John S. Turner.

Dear Bishop and Brethren: — It is with deep humility before God, and 
with profound gratitude to Him, that we can truthfully say that our beloved 
church is still making progress, unequaled by any other within our borders.

REPORT ON DISTRICT CONFERENCE RECORDS. 

To the President and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference : 

Your committee appointed to examine and report upon the character and 
method of preparing the records of District Conferences, respectfully report 
as follows : 

The records of all the Districts, except the Seashore, have been placed in 
the hands of your committee. While it is true that all these records are 
obnoxious to more or less adverse criticism, yet, as we cannot hope for per- 
fection in secretarial work any more than in other departments of church 
work, your committee refrain from calling specific attention to the many 
minor imperfections found in 'hese records, consisting mainly of incorrect 
punctuation, abbreviation, omission of words in r< cording and errors in 
copying reports of committees. Your committee cannot, however, distin- 
guish between errors that may have been committed before the approval of 
the minutes and those that may have been committed after such approval. 
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Your committee are pleased to say that these records are in the main well 
and neatly kept, and the work of the Secretaries commended, but the hope is 
indulged that Secretaries will endeavor to avoid in future the inaccuracies 
found in some of these records, and to which attention has been called. 

Your committee would make special mention of the Vicksburg District 
Conference Record as being a model of neatness, correct and convenient. 
This record is typewritten, with ample marginal index, neatly bound, with 
the name of the district, Presiding Rider and Secretary printed on the back. 
We also commend the Secretary, Rev. C. F. Emery, for this work. 

Your committee are in doubt, however, whether it is wise to keep the 
records of our District Conferences in separate volumes, however neatly 
kept. On the contrary, we suggest that our District Conference records 
should be kept in the record books provided by our Publishing House.

REPORT ON EPWORTH TEAGUES. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference: 

Dear Brethren : — Your Epworth Reague Board submit the following as 
their report : 

We are glad to note the facts stated in the report of the General Secretary 
referred to us, that the interests of the Epworth Deagues have gone steadily 
forward during the past year, and that the present enrolled membership in our 
connection is 227,245, not including unchartered Deagues, which would, prob- 
ably swell the total membership to near 300,000. In our own Conference 
there are reported 80 Deagues and 2,339 members, which is an increase over 
last year’s report of 23 Deagues and 549 members. 

The Epworth Era, edited by the General Secretary, Dr. H. M. Du(Bose, is 
a bright, useful paper, worthy the patronage of our young people, and we 
most heartily commend it. It now has a circulation of nearly 14,000. The 
editor is pushing forward with the hope of reaching a circulation of 20,000 in 
the near future. 

The General Secretary asks for an expression of opinion on our part as 
to the propriety of holding, next year, a General Deague Conference for the 
Deagues of Southern Methodism. We recommend that such a Conference 
be not held. We already have State and International Conferences, and we 
believe there is danger in multiplying these assemblages. 

We commend the action of the State Conference, recently held at West 
Point, in abandoning the policy of supporting a special missionary, and 
adopting what is known as the Holston plan, which enlists the Deagues in 
helping the preacher in charge to raise the full amounts assessed the various 
charges for missions. We believe it should be our policy to keep the Deagues 
in line with our regular work. 

We are pleased to note that the next State Conference is to be devoted 
very largely to the study of Deague methods, and we believe great good will 
come of a proper prosecution of such a plan by the Conference. 

We recognize the Epworth Deague as an institution of our church, calcu- 
lated to contribute to the development of our young people in piety, loyalty 
and zeal, where it is properly conducted, but when the organization of a 
Deague means more work for the pastor, we think it is of doubtful propriety. 
His hands are already full, and the Deague should be a help and not a burden 
to him. Our pastors are men of intelligence, consecration and prayer, and 
should be left largely to the dictates of their godly judgment, enlightened 
and guided by the Holy Spirit in the management of their work. The man 
on the field in immediate charge of the interests of the church committed to 
his care, is the best judge of the time and place for the projection of new 
enterprises. We recommend the organization of Deagues in all our churches 
where it can be done successfully. Respectfully submitted,

We. your committee, beg- leave to submit the following- report : 

As the entrance of the Word giveth light and is the only medium through 
which men are to know the will of God, and as we are commanded to search 
the scripture should appeal to the conscience of every one to bestir himself 
in furnishing every one with a copy of the Word of God. We believe that 
every man, woman and child, if he possesses nothing else, should own a 
Bible, which he recognizes as his own. And since the American Bible 
Society has been forced to suspend many of its agents from the field, increases 
our responsibility in co-operating with them in furnishing our people with 
the Word of God. 

We were glad to have with us Bro. French, who laid before us some of 
the many needs of this worthy institution, and at his suggestion we recom- 
mend that the Rev. H. C. Brown be elected secretary and treasurer of this 
Conference for Bible cause, and that his duties shall be to correspond with 
the agent, and keep him informed in regard to the workings of this depart- 
ment, and to receive all monies for same. We further recommend that auxili- 
aries of this society be organized wherever practicable, and that our ministers 
see that their people are supplied and in view of the fact that new fields are 
being opened up in our new possessions, that the same assessment be put on the 
Conference, and that our ministers be more urgent in collecting same. 

The assessment for the ensuing year is $1,000, and distributed as follows :

We recommend that the Presiding Elders be required to collect the 
Bishop’s fund. 

We recommend the continuance of the quarterly payment plan.

We suggest and request that our preachers keep before the people, the 
Conference Endowment Fund and that they be given a chance during the 
year to make a thank-offering to this fund.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

Your Committe on Temperance submits the following - report : 

We are glad to note not only the growth of the temperanee spirit within 
our own bounds but the gradual crystalization of temperance sentiment 
universally. Through the help of God and the local option law on the 
statuatory books of our State, open saloons have been banished from all but 
fourteen of our counties. 

A recent call for an International Congress, emanating from the leading 
spirits of Paris to take steps to stop the manufacture of intoxicating liquors 
throughout the world is one of the signs of the times. 

Yet our victories are not complete. The thorough organization of the 
whiskey forces not only at home but abroad call for corresponding organiza- 
tion and persistent effort of all lovers of prohibition. We will not cease our 
efforts until we have not only voted out every open saloon from our borders, 
but when we have a statuatory law forbidding the sale of intoxicating liquors 
any where within the limits of our State “save for scientific and medical 
purposes.” 

If prohibition has been on the retrograde in any parts of our State we 
believe it can be attributed to the failure of officers in enforcing the law. Ir 
some instances we fear the prima facie reason of so many blind tigers in 
counties that have declared for prohibition is to be found in the fact that the 
officers themselves wink at their flagrant violation of the law. 

We not only urge upon our people the constant practice of the prohibition 
spirit, but that they bring to bear upon the authorities that moral support 
which will guarantee the laws’ rigid enforcement. We affirm again a motto 
which we plead universal acceptance, “Moderation in all things ; total absti- 
nence from that which is hurtful.”

REPORT NO. 1 BOARD OF EDUCATION.

Whereas, On the 29th day of November, 1899, a certain so-called or pre- 
tended Charter was procured to be passed by the Governor and the Attorney- 
General of the State of Mississippi in conformity to the provisions on the 
subject of Incorporations of the Mississippi Annotated Code of 1892, the same 
being immediately placed on record in the office of the Secretary of State ; and 

Whereas, Such pretended Charter is entitled “The Charter of Incorpora- 
tion of v\ hitworth Female College,” and appears to be designed for a new 
charter for the Institution of that name which is located at Brookhaven, 
Mississippi, and is the property of this Conference ; and 

Whereas, Such pretended Charter was obtained without authority of 
this Conference by the Rev. John W. Chambers, the President of said Whit- 
worth College, and by the Rev. J. M. Morse and perhaps others to the Con- 
ference unknown. Now, therefore be it . 

Resolved ist, That said pretended charter, unauthorized as aforsesaid, is 
by this Conference hereby expressly rejected and condemned. 

2. That any acts heretofore or hereafter done, and any and all steps here- 
tofore or hereafter taken, by the persons named in said pretended charter as 
incorporators, or by any other person or persons whomsoever, under and by 
virtue of any authority claimed to be conferred by said pretended charter, are 
each and all hereby expressly disavowed and rejected; and in especial any 
and all contracts or bonds, or securities, which may have been entered into, 
or issued or executed as the case may be, by any person or persons whomsoever, 
and whereby any obligations or liability may 'have been attempted to be fixed 
upon said institution or its property, are declared to be unauthorized and void. 

3. That the President of this Conference shall at once appoint a com- 
mittee of three brethren, whose duty it shall be to take such legal steps as 
shall be necessary, to have said pretended charter vacated and expunged 
from the records in the Secretary of State’s office ; and to have called in and 
canceled any and all such contracts, bonds and securieties, as shall have been 
or as may be executed under pretense of authority by said charter conferred, 
and said committee may retain counsel, and their charges and costs shall be 
defraj^ed bv this Conference. 

4. That this Conference hereby express its disapproval of the acts of the 
Board of Trustees of Whitworth College, whereby they have placed a mortage 
or other incumbrance upon the property originally deeded to the Methodist 
Episcopal church. South, by M<lton J. Whitworth, and upon a part of. the 
property deeded to said church by H. F. Johnson, and instruct said committee 
to take such steps as may be necessary to relieve the property, thus deeded, 
of any incumbrance thereby illegally placed upon it by the said Board of 
Trustees. 
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5. That this Conference hereby re-assert its ownership of the property of 
said College, held for it by said Board of Trustees as its agents, and its abso- 
lute control of said Trustees, and if at any time the said Board should amend 
or propose to amend, without the sanction of this Conference, the charter 
under which they are now acting-, or without the sanction of this Conference, 
to secure a new charter they would thereby become guilty of exceeding their 
authority as agents, and in effect, repudiating the authority of the Conference 
by whose power they exist.

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL BOARD. 

Mr. President and Brethren: 

The Sunday-school Board began the year’s work with one hundred and 
twenty-three dollars and one cent ($123.01 in the treasury. The proceeds 
from Children’s Day amount to five hundred and eighty dollars and eighty- 
six cents ($580.86). We have received from other sources fifty-eight dollars 
and sixteen cents ($58.16), making in all, including the amount on hand at 
the beginning of the year, seven hundred and sixty-two dollars and three 
cents ($762.03). 
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Our disbursements for the year have been as follows : Paid General 

Sunday-school Board $58.08. Paid General Boa^d of Education $5 '.08. Paid 
W. C. Black, D. D., for printing- $1.50. Spent in advancing- the Sunday- 
school cause throug-hout the Conference $646.37. 

It is gratifying to us to be able to report to you that there has been an 
advance movement in the Sunday-school work throughout the Conference. 
Children’s Day has been more generally observed than heretofore, and the 
amount collected is $55.86 in excess of what was raised last year. 

A great many superintendents have availed themselves of our proposition 
to pay one-half the cost of libraries, maps, charts, lesson-picture rolls, etc., 
and have equipped their schools with these useful appliances. 

In order to get the Children’s Visitor, which is an excellent Sunday- 
school paper, and the Sunday-school Magazine, without which no one should 
attempt to teach a class, into our Sunday-schools, we proposed to pay one- 
half the cost of same. The proposition has resulted in the increased circula- 
tion of the Visitor throughout the Conference to six hundred, and the Maga- 
zine is taken by seventy-five or eighty persons who did not get it before. 

The Board has sent out, free of charge, twelve thousand Children’s Day 
programs to one hundred and forty-five Sunday-schools, one hundred and 
thirteen of which have observed the day and forwarded the collection to the 
Board’s treasurer. 

Your Sunday-school Board have also distributed five thousand leaflets 
and sent out over five hundred circular letters. 

Help has been given to sixty-four Sunday-schools, which is more than 
twice as many as were aided by the Board last year. More than three times 
as much money has been spent in assisting Sunday-schools this year as last. 

In accordance with the 243d paragraph of the discipline, a Conference 
Sunday-school Convention has been held, which met in Eumberton, March 
29th, and continued three days. Our Sunday-school editor, Dr. James 
Atkins, was present throughout the Convention, and by his valuable counsel 
and appreciated help, greatly aided us in the efforts made to advance the 
causey We very much regretted that the Convention was poorly attended. 
The next Convention will meet in Madison about the last week in March or 
some time during the month of April, and it is hoped that a great number 
of Sunday-school workers from all over the Conference will attend. It is 
expected that Dr. Atkins, Mr. J. R. Pepper, or some other prominent Sunday- 
school worker from abroad will be with us. 

The Board has persued the plan adopted last year of publishing a Sunday- 
school Year Book. 1,465 copies of this book have been scattered over the Con- 
ference, one having been sent to every pastor and superintendent, the others 
to Sunday-school teachers. It has been decided that a smaller book, gotten 
up on a cheaper plan, be published next year. 

After a year’s experience in the work, your Board is prepared to appre- 
ciate the great importance of the work committed to their charge. There 
lies out before us a great field abounding with opportunities to do good. 
There is a manifest need of a more progressive movement in the Sunday- 
school work. There are very few schools supplied with libraries, black-boards 
and other useful, modern appliances. It is suggested that every pastor 
bring these matters before his Sunday-schools, and do what he can to prepare 
them for more efficient work. The Board is ready to assist all who need 
help and are trying to aid themselves.

REPORT OF BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

To the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Brethren : — Your Board of Church Extension submits its report as 
follows : 

The books of our Treasurer show an increase over the collections of last 
year; yet not quite 60 per cent, of the assessment was paid. The work of 
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your Board has been much embarrassed by lack of funds. Many deserving 
applications for aid will of necessity be denied ; and in all but one of the 
grants, we were compelled to appropriate only a part o f the amount deemed 
necessary by the applicants. At this time in our State’s development, when tim- 
ber lands are on a boom, and new townsare springingup as if by magicalong 
railroads now building, it is especially unfortunate that the work of one of 
your most important Boards should be hampered as seriously as it is by 
short collections. 

The preachers are not uniformly fair to this Board. Your Board thinks 
that if the cause is intelligently presented, our people will give as freely and 
as gladly to Church Extension as to missions. The ground of this complaint 
of unfairness lies in the fact that many of our preachers take “omnibus” 
collections, distribute among the several interests the amount received aocord- 
ing to their own ideas of relative importance ; and in some cases such distri- 
bution has been made with no reference to the order of the last annual Con- 
ference, which forbade the discrimination against which we protest. 

Your Board urges applicants for help to file their applications with the 
Secretary not later than October 1st of each year, and wishes to say with 
perfect distinctness that delay beyond that date, save for most cogent 
reasons, will certainly prejudice and probably defeat the application.

payable and by whom now held, and how secured, and, if by mortgage, on 
what property, together with transcripts from the minutes of the proceedings 
of said Boards of Trustees, authorizing the execution of mortgages or 
contracts affecting the property of said colleges and authorizing amendments 
to the charters of said Boards or colleges; said copies and transcripts to be 
placed, with a full report of said committee, in the hands of the secretary of 
this Conference on the first day of the next session; such documents and 
reports to be preserved in the archives of this Conference ; said committee 
shall also report such other facts as, in their judgment, this Conference 
should know in reference to said colleges. 

We express it as the policy of this Conference that the Trustee of any and 
all property held in trust for its use and benefit are requested not to in any 
way incumber or place liens upon the same without first obtaining authority 
from the Conference having jurisdiction in open session, and it is further the 
policy of this Conference that our school should be run without incurring 
debts or liabilities. S. B. WATTS,

Report No. 2 of Board of Education. 

[Twentieth Century Fund]. 

Eearly in 1899 the Executive Committees of the North Mississippi and 
Mississippi Conference Boards of Education held a joint meeting- at Jackson, 
Miss., for the purpose of organizing our Twentieth Century movement. A 
“plan of campaign” was adopted, and Mr. J. R. Bingham, of Carrolton, was 
made manager of the canvass for both Conferences. He has been diligent 
from then until now with urgent and frequent appeals to pastors and other 
workers. With the assistance of the presiding elders, Dr. J. D. Hammond, 
Corresponding Secretary of the General Board, placed a roll-book in the hand 
of each pastor; and the first section of the “plan of campaign” was a request 
that a complete roll of the membership of each church be made in this book, 
which was also a direction given in the blue folder accompanying each book. 
The expectation was (and still shall be) that the work do not cease until every 
name of member shall have an amount placed after it as a subscription, and 
until each sucscription shall be paid. In many charges the complete rolls 
were made. The work of raising the fund has also been touched, as will be 
seen from the following :

The roll-books not delivered to us for inspection may have subscriptions 
sufficient to sw'ell this amount to a total of $7000.00. 

Of the above $922.48 total amount of cash received, $77.25 has been paid 
out for literature used in conducting the campaign, $50.00 was specially 
donated to Vanderbilt University, and $36.70 was specially donated to Whit- 
worth Female College, leaving a balance in our treasury of $758.53. 

The success of this movement depends greatly upon the zeal with which 
it is operated during the next six months. We urge our pastors to throw 
themselves unreservedly into it at once. If there be confidence in ourselves 
and our people, barriers will be removed and success achieved. Faith and 
arder will discover the means. 

We make the following requests : 

1. We request that on each pastoral charge, where it has not already been 
done, a complete roll of membership be promptly made in the roll-book and 
that it be impressed upon all that when the work of raising the fund is com- 
pleted the roll-book is to be kept among the permanent records of the charge. 

2. We request the immediate organization in each charge of a Twentieth 
Century Fund Committee of two or more active laymen of which committee 
the pastor shall be chairman where it seems advisable, the committee shall 
appoint a Board of Canvassers to be composed of one member for every fifty 
members of the church, besides one or two extra canvassers for work among 
our adherents. The pastor is to appoint the committee, or if the church or 
Quarterly Conference is at hand, it may be done under the call for “Miscel- 
laneous Business.” This committee is to circulate literature, especially the 
“New Century Education,” which is the monthly paper issued in the interest 
of the fund ; and it is to push the movement with all possible vigor. It will 
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generally be found best for the committee to hold one or more educational 
meeiings at which public subscriptions shall be made, these public appeals 
to be followed by private solicitations and house to house canvassing'. 

3. Where an Epworth League is organized pastors are urged to assign to 
it work in connection with this movement ; the subscriptions and collecting 
the money, we request that it be assigned to it. 

4. We request that each presiding elder choose two or more active persons 
who, along with himself, shall compose the Executive Committee of the 
district, whose duty it shall be to project great educational meetings in 
different parts of the district, co-operating with the pastors and local com- 
mittees in securing the best speakers for the interior circuits and most 
indifferent communities. 

In reference to the distribution of the fund your Board of Education 
recommend the adoption of the following : 

Resolved , That all amounts specially directed by the donors shall be sent to 
the Treasurer of this board, R. W. Millsaps, Jackson, Miss., and by him for- 
warded at once to the Treasurer of the institution to which donated.

Its students are characterized as bright, studious and to an increased 
extent, spiritual. Such descriptive expression assures us of what it is — the 
highest ambition to achieve — that our college for boys and men is a church 
college, out of which rich exponents of our faith are flowing and to flow in 
widening current. 

Dr. Murrah continues to prove the wisdom of his selection by the church 
to lead in the college work. Under his care, together with co-operation of 
his competent assistants we may continue t > expect substantial and enduring 
enlargement of Christian Methodist influence upon this and coming genera- 
tions. 

Dr. J. A. Moore is recommended for reappointment to the Chair of Mathe- 
matics in the college. W. A. Terry is recommended for reappointment as 
student. 

Attention is called to the expiration of the term as Trustees of the 
college, of C. G. Andrews, W. C. Black, J. A. Lewis and R. W. Millsaps. We 
recommend as their successors in office, C. G. Andrews, W. C. Black, J. S. 
Sexton and R. W. Millsaps. 

EAST MISSISSIPPI FEMAEE COEEEGE 

From its President the Board learns of the growing favor of this college. 
His patronage is reported larger than it has ever been. We desire to express 
our interest in this success and our admiration of the energies by which the 
present flourishing condition of the college has come about. 

President Beeson is meeting the educational demands with promptness, 
and will succeed, we trust, in doing the best things for the young liyes com- 
mended to his care. 

PORT GIBSON FEM A EE COEEEGE.

From information received regarding Whitworth Female College, it is 
gratifying to report the institution as having a substantial patronage and 
doing good work. The purpose of its Trustees to raise the course of study in 
conformity with requirements of the General Board of Education, and, by 
such action, assure its position of female college amongst other noble female 
col eges of the church, South, is noted as progressive and commendable. We 
recommend the re-appointment of J. W. Chambers as President of the college.

REPORT OF BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Another year’s ending brings us to face our record as the ’‘Stewards of 
the manifold grace of God.” 

The foreign work will be fully represented by the speaker who will 
address us this evening, and is being exhibited to the reading world in our 
admirable periodicals — specially “The Review of Missions’” “The Woman’s 
Missionary Advocate” and “Our Homes.” All of these ought to find a 
ready audience from the men, women and children of the church. The prayer- 
ful study of this great question with the help furnished by these periodicals 
should create a missionary conscience, and move the church to do better 
things to give spread to the Gospel, and to widen the reach of the kingdom of 
God. 

We are very happy to report that there has been a decided increase in our 
collections. We collected last year, $4,969.99, this year, $6,022.67. This is an 
increase of $1,055.66. For this we praise God ; and in the fact recognize a 
hopeful prophecy for the future. 
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If the church did but realize that thirty millions of precious souls, all 
bought by the blood of Christ, stained and ruined by sin, are passing into 
eternity every, year our collections for missionary purposes would rapidly 
grow larger. If we really believed that the heathen millions, who die with- 
out the knowledge of Christ, die eternally, our hoarded treasures would be 
poured into the treasury of the church to give them the Gospel of salvation. 

We would devote special attention this evening to the home work. The 
noble and telling efforts of our good women in this direction should stir us 
to lofty emulation. We have our share to perform in the waste places of the 
home field. The mission fields in our Conference should not be neglected. 
Ten-fold more ought to be done to give a pure and full Gospel to those who 
suffer the great inconvenience that attaches to rural life. They ought to have 
preaching and Sunday-school services accessible to them every Sabbath Day. 
Failing in this, we are recreant to duty. 

It is a real pleasure to report that our collections for this purpose are in 
advance of last year’s collections. The sum of $2,189.82 was paid last year 
to our brethren who served the missions in the bounds of the Conference, 
this year they are paid $2,599.26, an increase of $409.44. 

Assistance has been given to twenty-two works in the bounds of the Con- 
ference. In these circuits and missions helped by the Board there have been 
added to the membership of the church 210 persons on professions of faith 
and 339 by certificate. There were baptized 121 adults and 80 infants. 

The Board passed unanimously a resolution, earnestly insisting that the 
pastors of the various charges in the Conference send their money for mis- 
sionary purpose to the treasurer of the Conference Board of Missions, Rev. 
W. Iy. Linfield, and not to Mr. J. D. Hami ton, of Nashville, the Treasurer 
of the General Board.

Question Nineteen was called : “What preachers have died during the 

year ?” And it was answered that Rev. Josiah M. Pugh had gone to his 
reward during the year. The hymn beginning “Servant of God Well Done,” 
was sung by the Conference. F. M. Williams and J. P. Drake for the com- 
mittee read the following, which was adopted : 

MEMOIR OF REV. JOSIAH M. PUGH. ® 

Rev. Josiah M. Pugh was born in Gates county, N. C., October 23, 1821. 
His parents were Henry and Ann Pugh. They died when he was young. 
When the estate was divided he determined to use his part of it in securing 
an education. He entered Washington College, Pennsylvania, and graduated 
from that institution in 1842. The year after leaving college was converted 
at a camp meeting in Yazoo county, Miss., and connected himself with the 
M. E. Church. He began the study of law, and afterward the study of 
medicine, but, yielding to a conviction of duty, he turned to the ministry and 
was licensed to preach in the city of Jackson, Miss., October 31, 1846. At 
this time he was engaged in teaching. In 1841 he was elected tutor in Cen- 
tenary College, then located near Brandon, in Rankin county, Miss. When 
this college was moved to Jackson, Ea., Dr. Thornton and Mr. Pugh estab- 
lished a school in Jackson, Miss., which was afterwards moved to Brandon, 
and finally, in 1851, to Sharon, and became Madison College. After Dr. 
Thornton’s death Brother Pugh became president of this school. Brother 
Pugh was ordained deacon by Bishop Capers, December 8, 1850, and elder by 
Bishop Kavanaugh, December 2, 1855. He also became a member of the 
Mississippi Conference in 1855. In the year 1860, while pastor of our church 
in Jackson, Ea., he was elected to the Chair of Mathematics in Centenary 
College, In 1862 he was appointed presiding elder of Sharon District, and in 
1866 he was made presiding elder of the Yazoo District. He served in this 
capacity seven years, and was faithful and efficient in the discharge of all his 
duties. On account of failing health he asked to be relieved of district work, 
and he was appointed pastor of Madison circuit. In 1872 he was elected 
president of Sharon Female College in Madison county. He remained at the 
head of this school only one year and was then elected president of Marvin 
College, Texas, and was transferred to the Northwest Texas Conference. In 
1877 he was made president of Andrew Female and was transferred to the 
Texas Conference, within the bounds of which that school was situated. But 
in 1880 he returned to his old Conference, and continued in the active dis- 
charge of his duties till 1894, when he was granted a superannuated relation. 
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During- these latter years he served Silver Creek, Enterprise, Amite City, 
China Grove, Daleville, Binnsville and Ocean Spring's charg-es. He also 
spent much time in the school room, for almost everywhere he went he com- 
bined the vocations of preacher and teacher. He was a g-ood teacher and his 
services in this capacity were much in demand, but he never allowed any- 
thing- to supersede his high calling as a minister of the Gospel. 

Brother Pugh was twice married ; first to Miss lone V. Thornton daugh- 
ter of the late Dr. Thornton, of the Mississippi Conference. She died Feb- 
ruary 10, 1870, leaving one son. Then, on the 19th of June, 1873, he was 
married to Miss Nora E. Bass. Miss Bass was from Boston, Mass., but was 
in Texas teaching, and the marriage was celebrated at Waxahatchie, Texas. 
One son is the fruit of this marriage. 

In the matter of temperance Brother Pugh has a good record. He signed 
the temperance pledge while at college, in 1841, and never violated it. He 
never learned to use tobacco, never swore an oath, never learned to gamble, 
never was drunk, and never drank any whiskey. This is the account he 
gave of himself to a newspaper reporter in 1897. And he attributed his mental 
and physical vigor in old age to the fact that he had always conserved 
his vitality, nor wasted himself in sinful and fleshly indulgences. His record 
as a Christian, as a teacher, and as a minister, is equally blameless. It may 
be said of him that his life, as well as his soul, was saved, and, dying, he left 
to his posterity the heritage of a good name. 

He passed away at his home in Handsboro, Miss., June 9, 1899. He had 
great peace of mind, and perfect assurance, in view of death. His last audible 
utterance was, “We live in a sanctified age.” This indicated his own spiritual 
state, and the hopeful view he had of the state of the church. His remains 
were brought to Yazoo City and buried from the Methodist church on Sunday 
morning, June 11, 1899. A hightoned Christian gentleman, holy in all 
manner of conversation, pure in heart and life, has gone to his reward in 
heaven. W. B. LEWIS.
